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PJhe  College  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  conducted 
by  the   Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,   was  founded 
in  Deceml)er  1S47  :  and  in  March,   18-56,  was  endowed 
t  m   by  the  liCgislature  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  with   the 
full  powers  and  privileges  of  a  University. 

The  plan  of  studies  embraces  the  Doctrines  and  Evidences 
of  the  Catholic  Religion,  Logic,  Metaphysics.  Ethics.  Astron- 
omy, Xatural  Philosophy,  Chemi.'^try,  Mathematics,  Rhetoric, 
Composition,  Elocution,  History,  Geography.  Arithmetic,  Pen- 
manship. Book-keeping,  Stenography,  Type -Writing,  the 
Latin,  Greek,  English.  French,  German  and  Spanish  Lan- 
guages.    The  arrangement  of  these  studies  is  as  follows  : 

I. 

Post -Graduate  Course. 

The  Post-Graduate  Course  of  Lectures  was  introduced  in 
the  month  of  Xovember,  1886,  and  it  has  since  continued 
with  good  results. 

Sociology,  Xatural  and  International  Law.  Political 
Economy  and  General  Physics  are  the  subject-matter  of  the 
Lectures. 

The  Annual  Course  opens  on  the  first  Monday  of  October 
and  closes  at  the  end  of  April.  The  general  subject-matter 
will  be  distributed  over  several  years,  so  as  to  vary  the 
treatises  of  those  who  niay  desire  to  attend  for  more  than 
one  term. 
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At  tlie  ternnnation  of  the  c()Mi])lete  Course,  such  members 
oftlie  class  as  liave  given  satisfaction  hy  regular  attendance 
may  ;ipi)ly  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  which 
will  be  granted  on  condition  that  they  pass  an  examination 
on  Theses,  to  l)e  selected  from  the  matter  developed  during  the 
Course,  and  })i-esent  an  original  and  credital)le  paj^er  on  a 
given  subject. 

The  Degree  of  A.  M.  will  be  bestowed  after  one  term  of 
Post -Graduate  Lectures,  faithfully  and  studiously  attended,  on 
those  who  have  previously  received  the  Degree  of  A.  B. 

Graduates  of  the  College,  or  of  any  College  of  the  same 
grade,  students  of  Law  or  Medicine,  and  gentlemen  of  literary 
or  scientific  culture,  will  be  admitted  to  the  above  Course. 

n. 

Classical  Course. 

The  Classical  Course,  which  leads  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  is  designed  to  impart  a  thorough,  lil)eral  education. 
In  the  acccmiplishment  of  this  purpose,  the  Ancient  Classics 
hold  the  first  })lace,  because  some  acquaintance  with  them  is 
essential  to  the  study  of  modern  literature  and  to  sound 
scholarshi}).  Besides  r^atin,  Greek  and  English,  it  embraces 
Religious  Listruction,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astro- 
nomy and  Mathematics,  History,  I^iterature,  Book -Keeping, 
aiid  the  Natural  Sciences.  It  has  l)een  found  by  long  experi- 
ence that  this  is  the  only  Course  that  alfords  unsurpassed  men- 
tal discipline,  forms  a  correct  taste,  and  lu'cpares  the  student  to 
excel  in  any  ]>ursuit,  wliether  professional  or  commercial. 

in. 

Commercial  Com^se. 

This  Course  offers  the  means  of  acquiring  a  good  English 
or  Commei'cial  education.  It  embraces  Book-Keeping,  a  thor- 
ough study  of  iVritlnuetic,  Algebra,  Grammar,  Style,  practice 
in  C'onq)osition,  English,  and  Religious  Insti'uction.     At  the 


end  of  the  Course,  a  Coininercial  Certificate  is  awarded  to  those 
who  pass  a  satisfactory  examination.  Moreover,  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  will  lie  conferred  upon  those  who  success- 
fully devote  two  extra  years  to  the  study  of  Literature, 
Philosophy  and  Natural  Sciences. 

IV. 

Preparatory  Department. 

This  Department  comprises  the  First  and  Second  Prepara- 
tory and  Class  of  Rudiments.  Its  object  is  to  introduce 
the  younger  23Upils  to  the  study  of  the  first  ])rincip]es  of 
Grammar,  chiefly  l)y  class-drill;  to  form  them  to  hal)its  of 
attention  and  ai)|)lication,  and  thus  prejiare  them  for  one  of 
the  regular  Courses  of  Instruction. 

Requirements  for  entering  this  Department  are  : 

FrRST. — ^The  applicant  must  know  how  to  read,  write  and 
spell  creditably. 

Second. — -He  should  know  Arithmetic  as  far  as  Long 
Division,  included. 

RELIGIOUS    TRAININCx. 

The  College  authorities  are  convinced  that,  without  Relig- 
ion, there  can  be  no  education,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word, 
that  is  to  say,  no  complete  and  harmonious  development  of 
the  intellect  and  heart  of  man.  They  hold,  furthermore,  that 
religious  truth,  being  definite  and  certain,  like  any  and  every 
other  truth,  is  as  suscei)tible  of  teaching  as  the  science  of 
language,  or  the  theory  of  numbers.  Hence,  the  Catechism  of 
Christian  Doctrine  is  a  text-book  in  every  class,  and  lectures 
on  it  are  given  twice  a  week.  In  all  the  classes  the  day's  work 
begins  and  ends  with  prayer.  The  Catholic  Religion  alone  is 
taught,  but  non-Catholics  will  also  be  welcome  and  their 
religious  opinions  studiously  respected.  Catholic  students  go 
to  Confession  the  third  Saturday  of  each  month,  then  on  the 
following  Sunday,  in  the  Church  annexed  to  the  College,  hear 
Mass  and  receive  Holy  Communion,

ADMISSION. 


IPJvERY  Student  who  ai)}>li('s  i'or  admission  must  furnish 
testimonials  of  good  moral  character,  unless  he  be  per- 

sonally    known  to  some  member  of  the  faculty ;    and 

should  he  come  from   anotlier   institution,  he    will    be 

required  to  l)ring  satisfactory  evidence  of  l)lameless  conduct. 

He  is  then  examined  by  the  Prefect  of  Studies,  and  assigned 

to  that  class  for  wliich  his  previous  attainments  have  qualified 

him. 

The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms.      The  first  begins 

on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  the  second  on  the  first  of 

February  and  closes  towards  the  end  of  June. 

LEAVING  THE  COLLEGE. 

Pai'i'nts  Avho  wish  to  withdraAv  their  sons  before  the  enp 
of  tbc  session  are  respectfully  requested  to  give  due  notice  of 
their  intention  to  the  Vice-President.  Many  inconveniences 
will  thus  l)e  avoided,  and  order  secured.  Should  any  student 
leave  of  his  own  accord,  or  be  withdrawn  without  such  notice, 
or  without  giving  satisfactory  reasons,  he  will  not  1)e  re- 
admitted. On  leaving,  students  should  take  their  books,  etc., 
with  tliem,  as  the  College  is  not  responsilile  for  any  articles 
left  behind. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Two  examinations  are  held  every  year,  one  at  the  eiid 
of  each  term. 


PROMOTIONS. 

Though  promotions  may  take  place  any  time  during  the 
year,  whenever  warranted  hy  the  })rogress  of  the  student,  the 
usual  time  is  the  lieginning  of  the  school  year.  These  promo- 
tions depend  partly  on  the  final  examinations,  hut  mainly  on 
the  general  class  standing  during  the  preceding  year.  A  student 
of  ordinary  talent,  and  steady  application  during  the  entire 
session,  may  l)e  easily  promoted,  provided  he  returns  promptly 
when  classes  are  resumed.  ShouM  he  not  he  ])romoted.  it  is 
usually  a  sign  that  he  did  not  atti-nd  regularly  during  the 
entire  session,  or  that  he  did  not  devote  suthcient  time  daily 
to  home  study.  Should  a  student  fail  in  the  final  examination, 
he  will  Ije  offered  tlie  jjrivilege  of  ])assing  a  private  examination 
during  the  vacation,  if  his  yearly  average  warrants  the  conces- 

COM  PETITIONS. 

Conqietitive  exei'cises  are  given  monthly  in  the  various 
V)ranches,  the  results  being  read  puhlicly  in  the  presence  of 
the  faculty  and  students,  and  the  leaders  rewarded  for  their 
proficiency. 

To  lend  interest  to  these  announcements,  as  well  as  to 
accustom  the  students  to  appear  in  public,  the  j^i'oceedings 
are  varied  with  declamations,  original  speeches,  vocal  and 
instrumental  music. 

Testimonials  of  good  conduct  and  diligence  are  given 
regularly  to  deserving  students.  Parents  should  require  these 
evidences  of  good  behavior,  and  if  not  forthcoming,  take  an 
early  op})ortunity  of  visiting  the  Vice-President,  to  inquire 
why  their  sons  fail  to  receive  merit  cards. 

MODERN   LANGUAGES. 

The  study  of  the  French  Language  is  a  part  of  the  College 
Course.  The  study  of  German  and  Spanish  is  optional  and 
entails  no  extra  charge.

home.  Parents  are  exhorted  to  insist  on  this  indispensahle 
duty,  and  to  inform  the  faculty,  should  their  sons  neglect  it.

If  parents  do  not  insist  on  home  study  and  i)unctual 
attendance,  they  need  not  be  astonished  if  their  sons  remain 
a  second  year  in  the  same  class,  or,  perhaps,  be  refused 
re-admission. 

Along  with  moral  and  mental  training,  the  faculty  lay 
great  stress  on  the  development  of  the  manners  of  perfect 
gentlemen,  and  consider  the  rules  of  politeness  a  very 
important  part  of  the  course  of  studies.  Whatever,  therefore, 
is  contrary  to  good  breeding,  is  out  of  place  in  College.  Con- 
sequently no  boisterous  conduct  or   rough   play    is   tolerated 
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on   the  promises,  and  sik-nee  is  strictly  enjoined  in

leading  thereto.  Any  ungentlemanly  conduct  among  the

punishment,  and  even  with  dismissal  should  the  gravity  of  the 
offense  require  such  a  ])enalty. 

For  faults  of  ordinary  occurrence,  such  as  tardy  arrival, 
failure  in  exercises  or  recitations,  slight  violations  of  rules  ; 
detention  after  class,  or  tlie  task  of  writing  or  memorizing 
some  lines  from  an  author,  is  deemed  a  sufficient  penalty.

A  TRAGEDY   IN   FIVE   ACTS. 


nL     TERRIBLE    PLAGUE    infested   the  City   of  Ar^os   to  such   a   degree 
^1;^     that   the  very  priest   began  to  despair;    tlicir  lioijes,  lirjwever,  were 
revived  by  tiiis  oracle  of  Apollo: 

"  Argos  ne'er  shall  tliid  release 

'•  Till  her  nionareh's  raee  shall  cease." 

The  sages  of  the  city  sent  a  slave  to  their  king,  Adrastus.  willi  tlie 
scroll,  whereon  these  words  were  writ,  but  the  poor  wretch  was  unmevci- 
fullj'  flogged  fi-om  the  tyrant's  palace  and  a  decree  was  issued,  condemning 
to  death  any  one  who  should  venture  to  seek  even  an  audience.  Ion.  a 
foundling,  ott'ered  to  manifest  the  will  of  the  gods  to  the  monarch  ;  strange 
to  relate,  his  appealing  voice  and  childish  countenance  reminded  Adrastus 
so  much  of  his  departed  wife  and  of  his  son,  wliom  he  supposed  dead,  that  he 
resolved  to  meet  the  priests  and  .sages  of  Argos  in  council.  This  he  did.  but 
when  the  oracle  was  announced  to  him,  he  suddenly  left  the  Council 
Chamber,  breathing  vengeance  against  priests  and  people.  A  conspiracy 
was  then  set  on  foot  to  slay  the  king  and  end '-the  race  accursed  of  tlie 
gods."  The  boy.  lox.  was  chosen  by  lot  to  perform  the  deed,  but  when 
about  to  strilie  the  fatal  blow,  his  hand  was  stayed  by  a  priest,  who  proved 
that  Ion  was  the  long  lost  son  of  Adrastus.  The  king,  however,  fell  by  the 
hand  of  another  conspirator  and  Ion  succeeded  to  the  throne  of  Argos. 
Still  the  words  of  the  oracle.  "Till  her  monarch's  race  shall  cease"  had 
to  be  fulfilled.  Ion,  while  ottering  his  young  life  for  the  safety  of  his  coun- 
try, was  stricken  dead  at  an  altar  of  the  gods.
